The 
fine could not stand an appeal and was 
never paid, but Judge Kenesaw Moun¬ 
tain Landis has been living on Easy 
Street ever since because he played up 
"Ho popuftr prejudice at that time. With 
nothing whatever to distinguish him 
except his shaggy hair and his fantas¬ 
tic name, he has since drawn as hand¬ 
some salary as Czar of the baseball 
game. Standard Oil was ordered to be 
•dissolved and it was, but it broke out 
in a dozen Standard Oils and other 
large corporations facetiously asked 
why they had not been given similar 
treatment. When the storm blew ov¬ 
er, John D. retired and started in to 
derive the same pleasure from spend¬ 
ing his money that he had derived 
from the making of it. . He lived to be 
97 and for forty years he basked in the 
sunshine of public approval. If any¬ 
one wants to make an appraisal of 
public approbation or public scorn, all 
one has to do is to study the career of 
John D. Rockefeller, or Dewey or Lind¬ 
bergh. “Fantastic as a woman’s mood 
and fierce as frenzy’s fevered blood,” 
so Scott described them.

Large School 
Unit Meetings 

Notices have been posted in the local 
post office to the effect that several 
meetings will be held in this district 
next week to discuss the question of 
enlarged school units, with particular 
reference to this district. The meet¬ 
ings are being held with a view to as¬ 
certaining the feeling of the ratepay¬ 
ers in the district in this connection. 

Dr. G. Fred McNally, deputy minis¬ 
ter of education, will address the Vul¬ 
can meeting which is to be held in the 
Canadian Legion Kail on Monday, June 
14th, at 2 p.m. This meeting is held 
for the convenience of the ratepayers 
of the schools nearest Vulcan. 

On Tuesday, June 15th, a meeting 
will be held at the Union Jack school 
and on Wednesday, June 16th, a meet¬ 
ing will be held in the Reid Hill Com¬ 
munity hall. 

It is understood that there are eleven 
units operating successfully in the 
province. Quite a number of trustees 
have been opposed to the larger unit, 
chiefly on account of the removal of 
certain authority from local control 
and the possibility of a change in mill 
rate. All the schools in this district 
are self-supporting, which would min¬ 
imize the problem of the unit plan lo¬ 
cally. 

It is also understood that under this 
plan there would n<^ be consolidation 
but that the schools now in use would 
continue. The local trustees would 
still be elected and have certain duties 
to perform, but these would be re¬ 
stricted to some extent, the engage¬ 
ment and dismissal of the teachers 
would be under the control of the di¬ 
visional board. The town of Vulcan 
would not necessarily be included in 
the plan.

Suggests to Alberta 

Members of the Alberta legislature 
are considering a reduction in the 
number of members, of whom there 
are 63, nine of them being cabinet min¬ 
isters. The population of Alberta is 
739,605. Each member therefore rep¬ 
resents less than 12,000 persons. On¬ 
tario has a population of 3,431,683. 
The legislature consists of 90 mem¬ 
bers, or one for every’ 38,000. One of 
the Alberta members advocates a re¬ 
duction to 20 members. That would 
appear to be too drastic, but there is 
little doubt that the 63 could be reduc¬ 
ed-to 30 with considerable saving and 
without lessening the usefulness of 
the government.—Brampton Conser¬ 
vator. •

The weekly editor lives for the most 
part within hand-shaking or fist-shak¬ 
ing reach of most of his circulation 
area. Because human problems stem 
from human beings, he is able to ar¬ 
rive at fairly accurate conclusions by 
knowing immediately what Bill and 
/Ed and Sally think on questions of the 
day. Sometimes the juxtaposition to 
his readers is a disadvantage, for cri¬ 
ticisms' of weekly editors tend to be no 
more impersonal than the editor’s own 
views, and there are cases on record of 
dignified proprietors of weeklies hav¬ 
ing to take refuge in the back shop, 
behind the drum cylinder, while some 
irate subscriber forcefully presented 
his personal criticisms by wrecking 
the front office. 

However, these disadvantages only 
tend to prove that Mr. Arthur Ford is 
right in asserting that a weekly sheet 
deals more closely with living opinions 
than does the daily, where ‘the editor 
usually lurks throughout his working 
hours in a remote cubicle on the second 
floor, beyond reach at once of brick¬ 
bats and other people’s thoughts.— 
Amherstburg Echo.

The architectural features of Cal¬ 
gary may best be gathered by-visitors 
whose time is limited in studying the 
beauties of the city hall (Renaissance 
style) and the' Isolation hospital

Can). The New Yale hotel also with 
its Magnificent Queen Anne front and 
Mary Ann behind, is worth a visit. The 
Chinese pagodas on the Underwood 
estate, and, the leaning kiosk in front 
of the Catholic church should be in¬ 
cluded in the itinerary. A little far¬ 
ther west may ^e seen the portable 
dwellings of t)>e earliest settlers, situ¬ 
ated near the magnificent park where 
Alderman Pitman and the cock and 
hen buffalo from Banff are to be locat¬ 
ed as the nucleus for a Calgary zoo'. 
The manufacturers should not fail to 
take these early settlers in. They 
have been taken in so often that once 
more won’t hurt them.

Manufacturers desirous of buying 
real estate may have difficulty in find¬ 
ing any real estate agents as these 
gentry are practically unknown in-Cal¬ 
gary. Some holdings, however, 6 by 3, 
may be obtained from the city at a fig¬ 
ure which leaves much to be desired.

The millionaires who are in¬ 
cluded in the party will be justified in 
driving to-the Cave and Basin, but no 
farther. Men of moderate means must 
be content to hoof it.

Nor must our Art galleries be 
slighted by the manufacturers in their 
wanderings through the great city. 
Amongst the more famous paintings 
may be seen “The Langevin Bridge by 
Moonlight,” a nocturne; “The Mayor 
and Aldermen in the Altogether”; 
“Hannah Cole Walking on the Wat¬ 
ers”; “A night on the nuisance 
ground” and many others which com¬ 
pare not unfavorably with the best 
masters of the Luxembourg.

Meet to Discuss 
Large School Unit 


(From The High River Times) 

Commencing June 14, there will be a 
series of meetings held in this district, 
to discuss the question of enlarged 
school units, with particular applica¬ 
tion to this area. The meetings will 
all be held in the afternoons at 2 p.m. 
affording time for open discussion by 
ratepayers, trustees and others. Public 
school inspector Edwards will attend 
all these meetings, and Dr. Fred Mc¬ 
Nally of the department of education 
is expected to address the meeting at 
High River. 

Meeting points as at present arrang¬ 
ed are Vulcan, June 14; Union Jack S. 
b. June 15; Reid Hill Community Hall, 
June 16; Herronton Community Hall. 
June 17; Brant Community Hall, June 
18; Ridgevievv S.D.,.June 19; -High 
River town hall, June 21; Cayley, June 
22; Mossleigh, June 23. 

A tentative plan is set out to include 
70 rural schools, mainly to the east of 
High River ami extending some miles 
north and south. A full discussion of 
organization proposals and administra¬ 
tion for such a unit will be welcomed. 
Since there are somewhat decided 
opinions, both for and against the en¬ 
larged unit plan, it is expected that 
these meetings will be well attended, 
and will bring out a clearer idea of 
the sentiment of the majority of trus¬ 
tees and parents. All schools included 
in the unit are sid to be self-support¬ 
ing, a fact which minimizes difficulty 
of organization. It is understood that 
town schools would not necessarily b£ 
included, their action being optional. 

So far as there is any definite infor¬ 
mation, it is believed that a flat rate 
of five mills would be expected to car¬ 
ry all the services. At the present, the 
mill rate as between school districts 
varies, some being greater and some 
less than five mills. One purpose of the 
enlarged unit is to equalize educational 
burdens and opportunities over a large 
area. 

This, of course, is understood as 
carrying future taxation liability only. 
Arrears of taxes would be the liability 
of the district incurring them, and 
any nevV building or extraordinary ex¬ 
pense would be a charge on the school 
district incurring it. There is no idea 
of consolidation in the proposed plan, 
and the schools now functioning would

continue in use as at present. 

The area would be subdivided in order 
to create an -administration board, 
each zone electing a board member, 
making up a directorate to act with 
the superintendent of schools. The 
local trustees would carry on many of 
tjieir present functions, but would not 
have the responsibility of hiring and 
firing teachers. 

Opposition argument is expected to 
centre round change in tax rate, and 
removal of certain authority from lo¬ 
cal jurisdiction. These features have 
been strongly stressed at trustees' 
conventions. 

Supporters of the enlarged unit plan 
apparently include educationists gen¬ 
erally, in this and other provinces, and 
in other countries. They contend that 
financing under the small unit is un¬ 
equal and unjust, penalizing children 
of a poor area and denying them fair 
opportunities in future citizenship. It 
is believed that under the large unit 
fairer reward would be available to 
teachers, based on training, experience 
arid ability. The present “inspection” 
which is inadequate, would yield to a 
more thorough supervision. Better cul¬ 
tural facilities might be available to 
all rural schools under the larger un¬ 
it, and the rural high school might be 
advanced. Economy might be achiev¬ 
ed in purchase of large quantity of 
supplies, maintenance of libraries, etc. 

England, Scotland, Australia and 
New Zealand are adopting the large 
unit plan. Scotland has 38 such dis¬ 
tricts, New Zealand has 9; 12 states in 
U.S.A. have taken the county as a un¬ 
it, and in Canada, Quebec and B.C. are 
the foremost provinces^ 


J. A. Maurice, secretary of the Al¬ 
berta Social Credit League, said Pem¬ 
bina and Lethbridge are the only con¬ 
stituencies so far which have reported 
unfavorably toward the government.
